Ecob of tlie Second Presbyterian church 
of this city in his morning sermon Sun- 
nay renounced his allegiance to tho 
Presbyterian denomination because of 
th« decision of the general assembly in 
the Briggs case. Dr. Ecob's chu:ch is 
one of the most influential in the city, 
and his congregation is made up of the 
most intelligent men in the city. After 
reviewing the action of the general as- 
Eciubly, andjirraigningit for its bigotry, 
he said: '-I leave the Presbyterian 
church because it has taken on a g.ir- 
tnent that has lain buried in the grave 
for more than two centuries. It smells 
of the earth and of death." 


Ho then, with a dramatic gesture: "I 
brush it off forever." 


He gave his reasons for leaving, say- 


ing that he considered that a farther 
battling of the questions would be but 
a guerilla warfare with but little hope 
for success for the minority. He char- 
acterized the general assembly "as the 
inost intolerant, most bigoted and reac- 
tionary body of all religious denomina- 
tions." He advised that the liberal elo 
ment in the Presbyterian church -unite 
with the Congregationist. the Cumber- 
land Presbyterians, the Free WiU Bap- 
tist and the broad wing of the Episco- 
pal to form the great "Free Church of 
America."

New YORK, June 3.—The Bov. Dr. 
Slillard preached last night at tho 
Washington Square Methodist Episco- 
pal church on the recent suspension of 
Dr BnggB. He said: "Thursday, June 
1,1S'J3, will long remain a marked day 
in the annals of American Presbyte- 
riamsin. On that day Dr. Charles A. 
BrigES was suspended from the office oi 
minister in the Presbyterian church. 
It is not contended that ho was sur- 
passed by any of the court that tried 
him in scholarship, love of the Holy 
Savior and Christian character. He 
simply held and taught some opinions 
which were not in harmony with those 
held and xvrged by the majority of those 
who composed the court. For this he 
is under censure until he repents. Mean- 
while he has lost nothing in Chrislran 
standing.

mines case finally decided. Tho law im 
posed a certain duty on hat trummngs 
and tb.9 custom houso officials appointee 
In the protectionist interest -.labored to 
bring the«a under a schedule that woul( 
greatly increase tho ilnty. Tho import 
era protested ami went .to tho courts to 
got the excess o£ duty refunded to them 
Meanwhile they sold the trimmings to 
the public at prices that covered tha in 
crease of cost caused "by tho rrapropea 
ruling of tho mstom house officials. The 
courts said th'o importers were right 
aad the excess of duty must bo refttndec 
by the government. 


The treasury department tinder Pr 


dent Harrison continued to look at the 
matter from tho protected mannfactar 
er'a point o'fviev and kept the import 
ers waiting by prolonging legal pro- 
ceedings. Somo $2,000,000 has been TO 
funded, but there remains $8,00.0,000 to 
refund— ox-Secretary Foster says if 
000,000. Whatever sxtin is repaid to the 
complaining importers will of course 
come out of the pockets of tho taxpaying 
cousnmei's, who long ago paid this ex- 
cess of duties when they bought theii 
hats. 


Tho injustice to the consumers is man. 


ifest. It would have been avoided if i 
wore the policy of the customs officials 
to give the consumer the benefit of .the 
lower rato of duty whenever there is 
question as to which of two duties the 
law moans to prescribe. Such has iiol 
been the policy of the customs adminis- 
tration, because the tariff has been work- 
ed in tho interest of protected manufac- 
turers, and for tho latter a high rate fix- 
ed by executive order is as good as a like 
rate made b" congress. Protectionistb 
in the customs serviso, or officials in thai 
service appointed at the instance of pro- 
tectionists, aro hardly safo custodians oj 
the public interests as respects rates oJ 
duty— that is to Bay, tho interests of the 
consuming masses of tho people. 


It may bo asked whether the millions 


of dollars of tariff tax to be refunded un- 
der tbo court's decision ought to go to 
tho importer or to the foreigner who solO 
him the hat trimmings. If, as our Ee- 
pnblican friends think, tho foreigner pays 
the tariff tax, the money ought clearly 
to go to the foreigner. It is money paic 
by him improperly into our treasury, 
and tho American importer has no title 
to it. The Eepublican idea is that the 
foreigner knocks tho amount of the tax 
off his wholesale price, so that foreign 
goods are sold here as low as abroad. 
Tlus being the case, it is hard to see 
where the protection comes in or why 
the manufacturer wants a tariff;. But 
the fact, everybody knows, is tho other 
way. The tariff is to put prices up, and 
it does it, and when the importer gets 
the excess of duties on hat trimmings 
refunded to Mm there is nothing said of 
his sending the cash over to Europe.— 
Baltimore Smi. 


The Inimijrration Question. 


When tho repeal of tho protective 


laws shall liavo freed tho worlangaian 
from the thraldom of combined capital, 
liberated our industries from the tyranny 
of trusts and monopolies, allowed mines 
and mineral deposits to bo worked, now 
and unthought of industries to cover the 
la?id, more of tho country's products will 
not only go to tho workers, but there 
will neither be -underbidding "nor usurp- 
ing of places," because the country's cap- 
ital will l>o so productively invested, 
work will be RO plentiful, commerce so 
lively, that every new arrival will be 
gladly welcomed by employees as well a* 
employers. If immigration should be 
stopped and the destructive laws not re- 
pealed, the struggle for place would re- 
main.as at present, and tho condition oi 
the workman now liviug in tho country 
would in nowise be improved. Canada 
furnishes an eloquent illustration of this 
statement. 


Tho -beneficiaries of "protection foi 


plutocracy only" and their allies in the 
press know that as soon as a sweeping 
reform shall have been entered upon 
their excessive profits as well as their al 
most absolute power over their working- 
men will bo gone. Consequently they 
do all they can to direct the attention oi 
tho workingmen awayfrom tho evil, and 
to call tip other issues like tho immigra- 
tion question, thus hoping to bo able to 
prolong the life of a system by which 
they enrich themselves at tho expense oi 
the workingmen, the consumers and the 
great bulk of tho country's unprotected 
industries.—Dingnian Versteeg in Amer- 
ican Industries.

Twice I'liia Duties. 


The excessive duties on hat trimmings 


are not tho only duties which tho gov- 
ernment must now refund to tlio im- 
porterswho were compelled to pay them. 
A decision of the circuit court of ap- 
peals requires tlio government to pay 
back from §1,000,000 to $2,000,000 that 
was improperly collected as duties on 
leaf tobacco under tho old tariff, and the 
treasury department ha.j asked tho col- 
lector of this port to submit a statement 
as to the claims and the sum involved. 
Tho decision of the same court concern- 
ing the double duties upon carpet wool 
that were exacted under the McKiuley 
tariff in obedience to the demands of ex- 
Comptroller Lawrence o:? Ohio has been 
accepted by tho department aa final, and 
the sums paid in excess of the lawful 
duties will now be refunded. In these 
cases, as in the case of tho duties on hat 
trimmings, tho blunders or intentional 
eiTors of officers whose devotiou to the 
doclrines c£ McKinleyism was intense 
liavs had the effect of compelling the 
people of this country to pay the dutie? 
rwice. As the sum to be refunded to the 
inporters of hat trimmings alone is at 
least $8,000,000 and, in tho opinion of ex- 
Secretary Foster, maybe $35,000,000, the 
decisions call for a very considerable ad- 
dition to the expenditures of the next 
iscal year.—-Now York Times.

AN AMERICAN GIRL WHO HAS WON 


FAME AS AN ASTRONOMER. 


Interesting Viows oi tho Doings of-Women 


at tbe •World's Fulr—Persou.ul Mtntlou 
of an Entertaining Character— HIiitsFor 
ftlothcra and Housekeepers. 
A recent issuo of tho Paris Figaro de- 


votes half n cohimn to an enthusiastic 
account of a young American girl named 
Klumplco, -who lias won for herself rec- 
ognition as ono oE tho most learned as- 
tronomers and most indefatigable and 
successful observers in Franco. Five 
years ago she was received as a pupil in 
tho observatoiro. Since then a few oth- 
er women havo "been allowed to join the 
work carried on in that world famous 
institution, but she was tho first to whom 
the doors were opened and for a long time 
she was tho only ono. Even yet she 
alone has tho right to call herself an as- 
tronomer, for tho others aro only her as- 
sistants, attending to photographic meas- 
urements and other mechanical work in- 
cident to the preparation of a great map 
of tho sky Goon to be issued, 


Misa Kliuupko's labors aro of quite a 


different kind and consist entirely of 
original information and research. Al- 
ready a bachelor of science and soon to 
bo admitted to tho doctorate, her zeal 
and intelligence havo won for her a high- 
ly privileged position. , One of tho two 
great oquatorials is reserved exclusively 
for her nso, and every day at noon, in 
the evening or at dawn, sho has full 
charge of tho eastern tower. Alone in 
the huge dome sho maneuvers a telescope 
more than 20 feet long and for hours at 
tt time studies tho sun, the moon or tho 
stars. Her especial duty is to record tlio 
movements of tho planets and to search 
for now comets and ncbnlie, whilo a man 
in the western tower, using a similar in- 
strument, makes, for tho sake of secur- 
ing something like absolute accuracy, 
observations of tho same bodies. 


Miss Klumpko is tall and slender and 


hardly looks her 24 yours. She has long 
auburn hnir and dreamy eyes, half liid- 
clen behind tho mathematician's inev- 
itable eyeglasses. Notwithstanding tho 
Teutonisrn of her name, sho comes of a 
family that has long been resident -in 
California. Sho is not tbo only member 
of it who has won distinction. Anna 
Klumpko, her sister, is an artist of merit, 
particularly noted as a miniaturist, and 
some of her work lias been exhibited at 
tlio National Academy of Design in Now 
York. Another sister, Mine. Dojerino, 
13 a doctor mid tlio tvifo of a doctor.

The educational de- 
partment seeks to give equal opportuni- 
ties for intellectual improvement to all 
classes, the employment bureau tries in 
all possible ways to make its applicants 
self dependent and to provide tho em- 
ployment best suited to the individual, 
and the domestic ohaptcr does what it 
can to dignify and beautify the home,
